Williams to England to solicit a confirma- 
tion of their charter privileges. In thf 
meantime the colonies of Plymouth »uc 
Massachusetts renewed their dispute with 
the comuiisiiohers of lhe_ United Colohie 
about Warwick," and the former were on 
the point of taking forcible possession of it 
il the people 'refused to submit lo thti 
jurisdiction. This is supposed to have lei 
to the sending of Sir.- Williams to England 
to defend the rights of this colony.
